Hate Bill 
Advances 
In House 

Congress moves to protect 
gays under hate crime laws 

WASH I N G T 0 N I A House of Representatives 
vote Thursday put Congress on the verge of 
significantly expanding hate crimes law to 
make it a federal crime to assault people 
because of their sexual orientation. The 
legislation would bring major changes to 
law enacted in the days after the assassi- 
nation of civil rights leader Martin Luther 
King Jr, in 1968. 

“No American should ever have to suffer 
persecution or violence because of who they 
are, how they look or what they believe,” said 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, adding that it’s 
been 11 years since gay college student Mat- 
thew Shepard was murdered in Wyoming, 

Civil rights groups and their Democratic 
allies have come close to expanding the hate 
crimes bill several times in the past decade, 
but fell short because of lack of House-Sen- 
ate coordination or opposition from former 
President George W. Bush, 

But this time it appears they may succeed. 
The bill was attached to a must-pass $680 
billion defense policy bill that the Senate 
could approve as early as next week. President 
Obama has vowed to sign it into law. (ap)

WASHINGTON I Senate Democrats 
said Thursday they have reached 
a deal to extend unemployment 

insurance bene- 

fits to the nearly 
m 2 million jobless 

B workers across the 

country who are 
in danger of run- 
ning out of assis- 
tance by the end 
of the year. 

The agree- 

ment would give 

an additional 14 weeks of ben- 
efits to jobless workers in all 50 
states. Workers in states with an 
unemployment rate at 8.5 percent 
or above would receive six weeks 
on top of that. 

Supporters of extended benefits 
point to the lingering stagnation 
of the job market, despite signs of 
economic recovery, to justify the 
benefits extension. The national 
unemployment rate is now 9.8 
percent and is expected to top 10 
percent before employers start hir- 
ing again, jim abrams (ap) 


Jury: Astor’s Son Looted Estate

Heir to the deceased 
millionaire convicted 
on 14 criminal counts 

NEW YORK I Brooke Astor’s 
85-year-old son was convicted 
Thursday of exploiting his phi- 
lanthropist mother’s failing mind 
and helping himself to her nearly 
$200 million fortune. 

Anthony Marshall now faces a 
mandatoryjail sentence of at least 
one year — and perhaps as many 
as 25 years. 

Jurors delivered their verdict 
on the 11th full day of delibera- 
tions, ending a five-month trial 
that revealed the New York soci- 
ety doyenne’s sad decline. She was 
105 and had Alzheimer’s disease 
when she died in 2007. 

The jury convicted Marshall of 
14 counts, including first- degree 
grand larceny and scheming to 


defraud, but acquitted him on 
two charges, falsifying business 
records and another first- degree 


grand larceny count. 

The trial offered a peek into 
high society from Park Avenue to 


Palm Beach as prosecutors told 
a Dickensian tale of upper- crust 
money-grubbing with a deteriorat- 
ing grande dame at its center. 

The case put Astor’s famous 
friends, including Barbara Wal- 
ters and Henry Kissinger, on the 
witness stand. Jurors heard how a 
beau monde benefactor renowned 
for her elegance and wit became a 
disoriented invalid fearful of her 
own shadow. 

Marshall was accused of a 
range of tactics — from schem- 
ing to inherit millions of dollars to 
stealing artwork off her walls. 

Prosecutors portrayed Mar- 
shall — a former U.S. ambassa- 
dor and Broadway producer — as 
a greedy heir who couldn’t wait for 
his mother to die, buying himself 
a $920,000 yacht with her money 
but refusing to get a $2,000 safe- 
ty gate to keep her from falling,

More than 1 million 
people are stopped 
by police each year 

NEW YORK I A teenager trying 
to get into his apartment after 
school is confronted by police. A 
man leaving his workplace choos- 
es a different route back home to 
avoid officers who roam a partic- 
ular street. 

These and hundreds of thou- 
sands of other Americans in big cit- 
ies have been stopped on the street 
by police using a law-enforcement 
practice called stop-and-frisk that 
alarms civil libertarians but is 
credited by authorities with help- 
ing reduce crime. 


Police in major U.S. cities stop 
and question more than a million 
people each year — a sharply high- 
er number than just a few years 


ago. Most are black and Hispanic 
men. Many are frisked, and near- 
ly all are innocent of any crime, 
according to figures gathered by 


The Associated Press. 

And the numbers are rising 
at the same time crime rates are 
dropping. 

Civil liberties groups say the 
practice is racist and fails to deter 
crime. Police departments main- 
tain it is a necessary tool that turns 
up illegal weapons and drugs and 
prevents more serious crime. 

In Harlem, George Lucas 
changed his route home from work 
to avoid a stretch of Seventh Ave- 
nue, because he kept being stopped 
by the police. 

“The inconvenience of walking 
out of my way still saves me the 
worry and frustration about being 
stopped,” said Lucas, 28, director 
of a nonprofit, colleen long (ap) 


Gun Rights Icon 
Dead in Apparent 
Murder-Suicide 

LEBANON, PA. | A mother of three 
who became a voice of the gun- 
rights movement when she car- 
ried a loaded pistol to her daugh- 
ter’s soccer game was fatally shot 
along with her husband, a parole 
officer and former prison guard, in 
an apparent murder-suicide. 

Autopsies were planned Friday 
for Meleanie Hain, 31, and Scott 
Hain, 33, who were pronounced 
dead shortly after 8:30 p.m. 
Wednesday at their brick home. 

The couple’s 10-year-old son 
and daughters, ages 2 and 6, were 
home at the time, police said. The 
two older children told neighbors 
that their father had shot their 
mother, neighbors said. Melean- 
ie Hain made headlines after she 
attended a soccer game in a park 
on Sept. 11, 2008, with her Glock 
bolstered on her hip. (ap)

JERUSALEM 

Israeli FM Says Peace Deal 
Is Unlikely Any Time Soon 

Israel’s foreign minister declared 
Thursday that there is no chance 
of reaching a final accord with the 
Palestinians anytime soon. Foreign 
Minister Avigdor Lieberman sug- 
gested that the two sides come up 
with a deal to ensure stability, but 
recommended leaving the toughest 
issues “to a much later stage.” (ap) 

TEGUCIGALPA, HONDURAS 

OAS Diplomats Push Rivals 
Into Direct Negotiations 

Diplomats pushed the two sides 
of the Honduran political conflict 
into direct talks for the first time 
in nearly three months, but left the 
country Thursday with no com- 
mitment from the coup-installed 
government to reinstate ousted 
President Manuel Zelaya. Members 
of the delegation sponsored by the 
Organization of American States 
called the move a positive step, (ap) 


The Taliban claim 
responsibility for blast 
that targeted Indians 

KABUL I A suicide car bomber 
detonated his vehicle outside 
the Indian Embassy in the bus- 
tling center of the Afghan capital 
Thursday, killing 17 people in the 
second major attack in the city in 
less than a month. The Afghan 
Foreign Ministry hinted at Pak- 
istani involvement — a charge 
Pakistan denied. 

The blast occurred a day after 
the war entered its ninth year and 
as President Obama was deliberat- 
ing a request by the top commander 
Gen, Stanley McChrystal for up to 
40,000 more troops. Opponents of 
a troop increase want to shift the 
focus to missile strikes and special 
operations against al-Qaeda-linked 
groups in Pakistan, 

The Taliban claimed responsi- 
bility for the attack — the second 
against the Indian Embassy in the 
past two years — and specified that 
the Indians were the target. 

In New Delhi, India’s Foreign 
Secretary Nirupama Rao said the 
driver of the sport utility vehicle 


“came up to the outer perimeter 
wall of the embassy in a car load- 
ed with explosives.” Three Indian 
paramilitary guards were wounded 
by shrapnel, Rao said. 

Rao did not say who the Indi- 
ans believed was responsible for 
the attack, which occurred along 


a commercial street that is also 
home to the Interior Ministry, 
However, the Afghan Foreign 
Ministry said the Thursday attack 
“was planned and implemented 
from outside of Afghan borders” 
by the same groups responsible 
for the July 2008 suicide bombing 


at the Indian Embassy that killed 
more than 60 people. 

The ministry statement made 
no mention of Pakistan. However, 
the Afghan government blamed 
Pakistan’s Inter-Services Intel- 
ligence for the 2008 bombing,

This Columbus Day weekend a major track maintenance 
project will affect Metrorail service. There will be no Green or 
Yellow Line service to the Waterfront-SEU and Archives-Navy 
Memorial-Penn Quarter Metrorail stations, which will be closed. 
The Green Line will also not operate through the L'Enfant Plaza 
Metrorail station. Blue and Orange Line service will not be 
affected by the project. 

Tonight the Yellow Line will operate only between Huntington 
and the Pentagon. For the rest of the weekend, the Yellow 
Line will be running a modified route between Huntington and 
Stadium-Armory, along the Blue Line route. 

We will run three free shuttle bus routes this weekend. 

The first will connect the Gallery Place-Chinatown, 
Archives-Navy Memorial, LEnfant Plaza, and Waterfront 
Metrorail Stations. A second free shuttle will be an express 
between Gallery Place-Chinatown and Navy Yard, and the third 
will be an express between Gallery Place and Anacostia. 

The closures and suspension of service will be from 10:30 p.m., 
on Friday, October 9, through Monday, October 12. The work 
that is being done is very important. Along with the annual 
safety inspection of the Yellow Line bridge, Metro will replace 
four rail switches at the L'Enfant Plaza Metrorail station on the 
Green and Yellow lines.

Mueller Wins Nobel Prize

Novelist is recognized 
for stories inspired by 
her past in Romania 

BERLIN I Herta Mueller’s novels 
draw on her experience of life under 
Romanian dictator Nicolae Ceaus- 
escu — the fear, the oppression and 
the courage of the individual. 

It is an inspiration she acknowl- 
edged freely Thursday night in her 
adoptive home, Berlin, after learn- 
ing she had been awarded the 2009 
Nobel Prize in Literature. 

Her poetic stories have won 
widespread acclaim in Germany, 
But in Romania, where the wounds 
of the dictatorship are still rela- 
tively fresh, many would rather not 
relive memories of Ceausescu. 

While Germany has largely 
confronted its past under the Nazi 
dictatorship that ended more than 
60 years ago, Romania has had less 
time to deal with its own dictato- 
rial history. 

Two decades after the end of 
communism and Ceausescu, many 
current officials are former Com- 
munists and former Securitate 
secret police agents. Their silence 
after Mueller received the prize was 
notable, said Cornel Nistorescu, a 
leading Romanian journalist.

PARIS I France’s culture minister 
on Thursday denied paying boys 
for sex, in an impassioned response 
to critics on the right and left 
demanding that he resign over a 
book recounting encounters with 
male prostitutes in Thailand.

In a 2005 book, “La mauvaise 
vie” or “The Bad Life,” Mitterrand 
describes Bangkok’s brothels, and 
the joy of paying “boys” for sex. On 
Thursday, Mitterrand said on TFl 
television that the book was not a 
strict autobiography. He admit- 
ted to “errors” in paying for sex in 
the past, but said he had relations 


only with men 
his age.

maker Roman Polanski, Polanski 
is currently in a Swiss prison on 
U.S. charges relating to his sexual 
relations with a 13 -year-old girl 
in 1977.

Near a sign that warned, “Who 
eats free at Ben’s: Bill Cosby, No 
one else,” Obama paid for his $12 
tab with a $20 bill, leaving the 
change as a tip,

Snyder doesn’t like the offense’s 
production — which isn’t much 
worse than during Joe Gibbs’ sec- 
ond tenure. But Zorn doesn’t hold 
the sort of credibility Gibbs does 
in this town.

So instead of our first midsea- 
son firing since Norv Turner, we 
have a giant cloud hanging over the 
franchise, which somehow grew 
even darker after a victory. 

At some point — apparently it 
won’t be until Snyder hires a sev- 
enth coach in his 11-year reign — 
the Redskins owner must realize 
the coaches aren’t the problem. 
Neither are the players. They’re 
all temporary anyway. 

It’s like the poker adage: If you 
look around the room and don’t 
know who the sucker is, it’s you. 

Snyder is the constant through 
this decade of turmoil. He’s the 
boy who won’t grow up, as he’d 
rather blame someone else for his 
team’s woes. 

If Snyder really wants the Red- 
skins to succeed, he should sell the 
team. Then we can be spared this 
constant drama.

Alicia Silverstone’s cheerful, 
lispy voice immediately conjures 
up Cher, the uber-fashionista she 
played in the 1995 teen flick “Clue- 
less.” But in real life, the amiable 
actress’ main passion is veganism, 
not, like, totally important design- 
ers. Her new lifestyle book, “The 
Kind Diet” ($30, Rodale), doles out 
practical suggestions on whyadopt- 
ing a plant-based diet can make 
you look and feel better. 

What do you hope readers will take 
away from the book? 

What I want is for people to real- 
ize you can be happy, look amaz- 
ing and be kind to the planet all 
at the same time by following [a 
vegan] diet. I want to reach the 
people who take aspirin all the 
time for headaches, or reach for 
coffee in the morning for energy, 
or want to lose some weight. There 
is another solution. 


Encouraging people to go vegan is 
a bit of a tough sell. 

My other dream is for people not 
to look at this as a vegan book. It’s 
really about being your best self — it 
just so happens the journey to that 
is being vegan. This isn’t my opin- 
ion; I didn’t make this up. All this 
information is scientifically backed 
up with medical research. 

You’ve suggested that people can 
start by making small changes and 
being “aspiring vegetarians.” 

One of the three diets in my book 
is the “Flirting” diet, based around 
the idea of trying a few new things. 
I really believe that the food is so 
powerful that you’ll start seeing 
changes even if you start small. 

Before you were vegan, did you feel 
more stressed and less healthy? 

Oh, yeah. All the toxins from 
the regular food we eat just clog 


up our systems. Before becom- 
ing vegan, I was puffier, heavier, 
more swollen. Look at pictures of 
me now and then, and you’ll see a 
definite difference. I don’t mean to 
sound obnoxious, but I can wear 
no makeup now for days on end — 
my skin has this great glow that 
wasn’t there before.

Chris Rock explores 
the black community’s 
preferred ’dos in his 
movie ‘Good Hair’ 

FILM I What’s SO funny about 
so many black women wanting 
“white” hair? Plenty it turns out, in 
Chris Rock’s surprisingly insightful 
documentary, “Good Hair,” 

The well-known history of 
black people straightening their 
natural curls is more tragedy than 
comedy, rooted in the bygone belief 
that all things European were bet- 
ter than anything African, But 
Rock sheds new light on this old 
story through a poignant mix of 
interviews, investigation and his 
trademark satire. 

More than a dozen famous 
and beautiful black women sit for 
Rock’s camera, ranging from the 


sage Maya Angelou to video vixen 
Melyssa Ford to an interior design- 
er with a skin disease that has left 
her proudly bald. Their testimony 
illuminates today’s reality: Black 
women who straighten their hair 
are not ashamed of their heritage 
— like all women, they just want to 
work with what they have. 

Men don’t escape Rock’s scru- 
tiny, either, as the notoriously 
permed Rev, A1 Sharpton and 
Ice-T are called to account. 
There are many scenes in 
beauty and barber shops across 
the country, where the various 
meanings, rules and ramifications 
of black hairstyles are discussed. 
But the best revelations come when 
Rock examines the sodium hydrox- 
ide relaxer that turns nappy heads 
silky, and the origins of the shorn 
human hair that is “weaved” into 
shorter tresses.

FILM I For someone who was as 
celebrated internationally as 
France’s Gabrielle “Coco” Chanel, 
the woman who inspired dozens of 
biographies by changing the shape 
of 20th century fashion, not that 
much is known for sure about her 
formative years. 

Although this may sound like 
a barrier to filmmakers, it stimu- 
lated co-writer and director Anne 



Audry Tautou, who bears a strongresemblence to the designer, stars as Chanel. 


Fontaine and star Audrey Tautou, 
who’ve combined to turn “Coco 
Before Chanel” into a superior 
filmed biography that brings intel- 
ligence, restraint and style to what 
could have been a more standard 
treatment. 

The most obvious credit goes 
to the strong, sure performance 
of Tautou. Tautou not only resem- 
bles Chanel, she inhabits the role 
completely. 

We see Chanel around the turn 
of the century living with her sis- 
ter Adrienne. Based in the town of 
Moulins, they are trying, without 
much success, to succeed as caba- 
ret singers. 

Then, as often happens with 
ambitious folk, fate takes a hand 
in Chanel’s life, not once, but sev- 
eral times. First she meets the 
wealthy horse fancier and playboy 


Etienne Balsan (the marvelous 
Belgian actor Benoit Poelvoorde) 
and ends up living in his chateau 
as his mistress. 

Bored beyond measure and 
aghast at the way fashionable 
people dress, Chanel raids Bal- 
san’s closet to create clothes for 
herself. 

A friend of Balsan’s who has a 
huge influence on Chanel is Arthur 
“Boy” Capel (Alessandro Nivola), 
a wealthy Briton who so believed 
in her work he financed her first 
Paris shop. Capel also was the star- 
crossed love of Chanel’s life.

BRIGHT STAR (PG, 119 minutes) Fashion 
has enjoyed something of a resuscitation 
on film this season, and here comes Fanny 
Brawne, who in the early 19th century 
captured the heart of poet John Keats 
in between stitching extravagantly lay- 
ered collars and captivating hats. Writer- 
director Jane Campion’s film makes a 
convincing case that fashion is every bit 
as legitimate a form of self-expression as 
fine literature, even if Miss Brawne (Abbie 
Cornish) must suffer the intellectual snob- 
bery of Keats and his best friend, Charles 
Brown (Ben Whishawand Paul Schneider, 
respectively). Her spirit and verve win over 
the romantic young Keats, who over the 
two years portrayed on screen falls in love, 
proposes and tragically dies of tuberculo- 
sis in Italy. But Cornish’s Brawne doesn’t 
quite manage to convey the lively, unpre- 
dictable personality that attracted Keats. 
For that, look to Schneider’s Brown, who 
seems infused with a passion all the more 
fiery for being devotedly platonic, (ah) 
CAPITALISM: A LOVE STORY (R, 127 min- 
utes) In one of his best movies, Michael 
Moore aims to tap into public anger over 
last year’s economic meltdown and subse- 
quent government bailout and wake people 


up to the historic and deeply political roots 
of the problem. Moore sets out to define 
and deconstruct just how America arrived 
at the brink of financial disaster, which he 
places firmly at the door of Ronald Reagan 
and the free-market fundamentalists 
who advised him. Reagan and Treasury 
Secretary Donald Regan had two goals, 
according to Moore: to increase short-term 
profits for Wall Street through deregula- 
tion and to break the country’s unions. And 
they largely succeeded, even through the 
triangulating years of the Clinton admin- 
istration, when the country seemed to 
be afloat on an ever-expanding bubble of 
prosperity. Moore offers surprisingly little 
by way of rabble-rousing, instead making 
a plea for a more informed citizenry and 
increased political participation. It’s sur- 
prisingly cool-headed advice for filmgo- 
ers who by that time will be grabbing the 
nearest torch and looking for a light, (ah) 
CLOUDY WITH A CHANCE OF 
MEATBALLS (PG, 81 minutes) It’s true 
that any film that crams so many jokes 
into its brief running time risks making 
audiences feel as overstuffed as if they’d 
just eaten a school-size pancake. That’s 
why it’s a lucky thing that so many of the 
jokes are great! Writer-directors Phil 
Lord and Chris Miller populate the island 
of Swallow Falls with wacky characters 
and let them loose in inventive ways. Take 
would-be scientist Flint Lockwood (voice 
of Bill Hader), who wears the indestructi-

DISTRICT 9 (R, 112 minutes) The poison 
that permeates this phenomenal film is 
the same toxin that defined so much of 


20th-century history: the oppression of 
the Other — in this case, scaly aliens with 
feelers for faces, a jones for canned cat 
food and a mother ship that has been hov- 
ering over Johannesburg for 20 years. The 
underlying gravitas of the story, in which 
aliens are warehoused in camps and used 


for gruesome experiments, keeps direc- 
tor Neill Blomkamp’s film smart, even as 
the aliens are turning their pursuers into 
Heinz 57 Sauce. As the craven corporate 
tool Wikus van de Merwe, acting new- 
comer Sharlto Copley is nothing short of 
revelatory. Wikus is assigned to move the 
aliens from their ramshackle township to 
tent cities that are, in fact, concentration 
camps. The aliens are hard to like, but we 
like them, just as we end up liking Wikus 
and rooting for the demise of Greater

FAME (PG, 105 minutes) The remake of the 
1980 film does not shrink from the brutal- 
ity of talent’s natural selection. Success 
takes work but is not guaranteed by work. 
Like the original, this version tracks a 
clot of students through four years at a 
rigorous performing-arts high school in 
Manhattan. There’s the heartthrob who 
sounds like Jason Mraz (or is it James 
Blunt?), the mousy monologist who’s beg- 
ging to be liberated from her shyness, the 
classical pianist with a hidden desire to be 
the next Alicia Keys, the hyper-indie bud- 
ding filmmaker bedecked in tweed and 
newsboy cap. All those parts are played 
engagingly by youthful unknowns who 
sidestep stereotype by virtue of their lik- 
ability and the no-nonsense screenplay.

(500) DAYS OF SUMMER (PG-13, 95 min- 
utes) This romance understands that we 
mark our lives by our scrapes and defeats 
with love rather than by the white wed- 
ding-cake successes. It’s a drama that, 
at first blush, would seem excruciating- 
ly ordinary: the 500-day affair between 
Tom, who believes wholeheartedly in love, 
and Summer, who isn’t sure about love 
at all. What makes us connect is Tom’s 
funny, morose and ironic commentary as 
he does his damndest to reach the heart 
of a woman whose idea of lover and friend 
is, well, confusing, (dt) 

THE FINAL DESTINATION (R, 82 minutes) 
In the latest unoriginal, exhausted sequel, 
these movies have been reduced to bland 
killing machines, though this one features 
aggressive use of 3-D, with everything 
from race cars, tires and engines to nails 
from a nail gun, entrails and blood blasting 
off the screen into our laps. Blandly acted 
by players who seem resigned to the pay- 
check rather than terrified by the prospect 
of death or paralyzed by fear or even mor- 
bidly fascinated by their impending doom, 
this one is certainly worth a pass.

THE HURT LOCKER (R, 130 minutes) 
Kathryn Bigelow’s captivating, complete- 
ly immersive action thriller is set in Iraq in 
2004, but it transcends time and place, 
and in the process attains something uni- 
versal and enduring. Viewers are plunged 
into the disorienting world of the soldiers 
who disarm what Americans have come 
to know as lEDs, or roadside bombs, nei- 
ther of which does full justice to the car- 
nage they inflict, (ah) 

THE INFORMANT! (R, 108 minutes) 
Steven Soderbergh delivers a cool, slyly 
funny psychological caper in which the 
true-life tale of a corporate whistleblow- 
er is extruded through Soderbergh’s dry 
sense of satire and nostalgia for 1970s 
cinema style into a nifty, if a bit blood- 
less, bagatelle. A virtually unrecogniz- 
able Matt Damon plays Mark Whitacre, 
who in the 1990s exposed price fixing at 
Archer Daniels Midland, where he worked 
as a high-level executive. Doing his best 
Philip Seymour Hoffman impersonation, 
the porn-mustached and well-padded 
Damon keeps up a chirpy interior mono- 
logue throughout, digressing into wool- 
ly meditations that ping manically from 


corn to Japanese sex fetishes. It all clicks 
along with satisfying wit and weirdness, 
and through it all Soderbergh retains his 
characteristic reserve and distance from 
the action at hand, (ah) 

INGLOURIOUS BASTERDS (R, 151 min- 
utes) Quentin Tarantino manages to simul- 
taneously surprise and revert to form in this 
film. The surprise lies in his choice of period 
and subject matter. Set in France during 
World War II, the film tells the fictionalized 
story of a special squad of American Jews 
whose mission to kill and capture German 
soldiers was uniquely practical and sym- 
bolic. But from the admittedly breathtak- 
ing opening sequence, the film isn’t about 
history or war — it’s a movie about other 
movies. Brad Pitt stars as Lt. Aide Raine, 
who early in the movie is shown assem- 
bling a group of Jewish soldiers whose 
mission is to do “one thing and one thing 
only: to kill Nazis.” Pitt’s character ends 
his speech by announcing that he’s part 
Apache and as such will insist that each 
of his men — the titular IBs — owes him 
“one hunnert Nattzie scalps.” Because 
it’s Tarantino, viewers can rest assured 
that we’ll see those scalps being taken. 
If only the Allies had Tarantino on their 
side, he could have made Hitler’s head 
explode, (ah) 

THE INVENTION OF LYING (PG-13, 100 
minutes) In this subversively amusing 
religious satire, Ricky Gervais plays Mark 
Bellison, who lives in a town where no one 
has ever lied. Mark shows up for a first 
date with Anna (Jennifer Garner), and she 
informs him that she has just been mastur- 
bating. Over dinner, she tells him he’s not 
handsome enough to date, while a waiter 
blurts out he’s “embarrassed to work here.” 
The people who inhabit the film simply 
say whatever is on their minds, and they 
have no reason not to believe one another. 
But when Gervais discovers the ability to 
make things up, the town comes alive. If 
we’re witnessing a struggle, it’s between 
Gervais’ own competing angels. A clue 
to which one triumphs comes in a scene 
shortly after Mark begins to lie, when he 
encounters a suicidal neighbor (Jonah 
Hill) and discovers the redemptive power 
of random acts of deceit, (ah) 
JENNIFER’S BODY (R, 102 minutes) 
Megan Fox makes a subversive play- 
thing of her smokin’ hottie persona as 
Jennifer Check, a high school queen bee 
who, after an ugly encounter with a van 
full of rock musicians, becomes a raging 
succubus with a taste for Type B (“Boy”)

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blood. Amanda Seyfried plays Jennifer’s 
bookish pal Needy (get it?), who twigs to 
her BFF’s psycho-weirdness and could 
very well pay for that insight with her life. 
The film was written by Diablo Cody, who 
won an Oscar for her quippy “Juno” script;

JULIE AND JULIA (PG, II8 minutes) 
Two movies battle for pride of place in 
Nora Ephron’s adaptation of memoirs by 
blogger Julie Powell and culinary legend 
Julia Child. Either way, Powell’s whiny, 
sad-sack self-absorption is no match for 
Child’s spirit, strength of character and 
joie de vivre, a fact made painfully clear in 
a movie that soars whenever Child (Meryl 
Streep) is on the screen and sags when 
Powell shows up. (ah) 

LOVE HAPPENS (PG-I3, 109 minutes) This 
is the rare Hollywood romance concerned 
with emotions other than love at first sight. 
Sure, its mismatched partners — Jennifer 
Aniston as Eloise, a florist unlucky in love; 


and Aaron Eckhart as Burke, a best-selling 
author of self-help books — meet, trade 
barbs and have several quirky dates. 
But there’s a deep vein of grief running 
through the script: Burke leads seminars in 
which he helps the bereaved deal with the 
deaths of loved ones, based on his experi- 
ence after his wife died in a car accident. 
Behind closed doors, he’s falling apart. 
Meanwhile, Eloise secretly writes SAT 
vocabulary words on hotel walls; she saves 
index cards with her favorite floral greet- 
ings; she smokes hookahs at slam poetry 
readings. Unfortunately, Burke is saddled 
with a big secret regarding the death of his 
wife, which feels like it’s transplanted from 
another, much worse film, (dk) 

9 (PG-I3, 8I minutes) The film, Shane 
Acker’s feature-length telling of his Oscar- 
nominated student short, will expose the 
animator’s talents to a much wider world. 
Nine burlapped Beowulfian Bravehearts 
— Acker dubs them “stitchpunk” dolls — 
individually represent parts of their late 
Scientist-Creator’s soul. Humanity has 
been wiped out by the rise (and rage) of the 
machines, so these small dolls, each pos- 
sessing a distinct personality, must band 
together to try to conquer a Cat Beast and 
a Winged Beast, among other fiercely clat- 
tering creatures.

THE SEPTEMBER ISSUE (PG-I3, 90 min- 
utes) Here’s the thing about Vogue: You 
don’t read it once. You read it as often as 
you please, cover to cover, including the 
ads, and you still don’t learn the secret 
of fashion. And that’s what director R.J. 
Cutler’s Vogue documentary is like. It’s 
delicious and ensnaring and easy on the 
eyes, but it can’t give you the definitive 
truth about notoriously frosty Vogue edi- 
tor Anna Wintour. Bypassing most of the 
big-time hustling-bustling Vogue activity, 
the film shows us Wintour in more reveal- 
ing situations: among friends, or at least 
intimates. Of course, we want to know 
about Wintour (and what we learn is that 
she can reduce a room full of gents to 
near tears). An addictive, sly fox of a film, 
it proffers a clearer, though still inevita- 
bly obscured view of the massive Vogue

On graduation weekend, a slasher starts 
killing the Theta Pi girls and anyone who 
gets in the way. jane horwitz 
SURROGATES (PG-13, 104 minutes) In the 
glorious future of Bruce Willis’s new sci- 
ence-fiction adventure, the dirty work of 
living has been turned over to humanoid 
robots. Citizens recline comfortably in 
their homes, linked remotely to young- 
er, stronger, sexier versions of them- 
selves, who work and play and do all 
the things that humans once used to do. 
It’s an entrancing vision: In the future, 
we can let our surrogates take risks for 
us, do our jobs for us. . . . Maybe we’ll 
even be able to let them watch cruddy 
Bruce Willis movies in our place! Willis 
plays FBI agent John Greer; at home he 
looks like the grizzled, bald Willis of old, 
but on the streets of Boston his robot 
surrogate — played by a well-pancaked 
Willis with a truly unfortunate hairpiece 
— tries to solve Boston’s first homicide 
in years. As mechanical as the machines 
at the heart of its conceit, the film takes 
an interesting idea and buries it under 
clumsy exposition, unconvincing action 
sequences and a by-the-numbers con- 
spiracy plot. (DK) 

TYLER PERRY’S I CAN DO BAD ALL BY 
MYSELF (PG-13, 153 minutes) This lat- 
est comedy-laced morality tale from Tyler 
Perry feels even more formulaic than its 
predecessors. It is so predictable that the 
emotional punches land with a sermoniz- 
ing thud. April (Taraji P. Henson) sings in 
a club, drinks a lot and has a married boy- 
friend, Randy (Brian J. White). When teen- 
age niece Jennifer (Hope Olaide Wilson) 
and younger nephews try to rob Madea’s 
house, Madea (Perry) brings them to their 
aunt’s door. Wilma (Gladys Knight) and 
Pastor Brian (Marvin Winans) urge April 
to take in her kin, then they send over the 
handsome Sandino (Adam Rodriguez) to 
fix up her house. Sandino has an instant 
rapport with the kids, but Randy is trou- 
ble.

WHIP IT (PG-13, III minutes) Drew 
Barrymore’s directorial debut is one of 
those movies that looks on paper like a 
no-can-lose proposition. The story of a 
meek teenage beauty queen named Bliss 
(Ellen Page), who finds her inner bad girl 
and true calling in an amateur Austin roll- 
er derby, clearly has action, physical com- 
edy and a healthy dose of coming-of-age 
sentiment going for it. But the film sags 
when it should skedaddle; Barrymore 


makes the most of the bumptious energy 
of roller derby smack-downs, but she too 
often smooths out the rough edges that 
make that world so compelling. Kristen 
Wiig makes little impact as Bliss’ support-

ZOMBIELAND (R, 83 minutes) Directed 


by D.C. native Ruben Fleischer, the film 
finds our hero on the run from zombies. 
These zombies are humans who’ve been 
infected with a virus (swine flu gone 
apocalyptically wrong) that makes them 
search for human flesh on which to feast. 
Our hero (Jesse Eisenberg) meets a high- 
way cowboy (Woody Harrelson), and the 
oddball pair travels on together, referring 
to each other by the names of their home 


towns: “Tallahassee” and “Columbus.” 
The two are quite adept at killing zombies. 
They run into a pair of non-zombie sisters: 
“Little Rock” (Abigail Breslin) and “Wichita” 
(Emma Stone), and set off for an amuse- 
ment park that’s purportedly zombie-free. 
Eisenberg evokes deadpan Michael Cera- 
ness. Bill Murray shows up for a semi-fun 
cameo, and Harrelson seems to be having a 
good time. It is sometimes funny. But those 


of us who have teeny coronaries every time 
something goes bump in Zombieland might 
have a hard time relaxing for long enough to
